Re: Exemption from closed captioning due to undue burden

Commission's Secretary,

June 12, 2006

Makai Ohana productions is a husband and wife video production company located in Southern Oregon.
We have been in business for 2 Yz years. We will begin to produce a 30 minute show featuring local people,
places and products of Oregon called Oregon Lifestyles. The show will be updated weekly. We are a non-news
program and have no access to captioning equipment. We are oflocal interest as we show people hiking trails,
outdoor activities, local businesses and area artists and musicians. We have investigated the cost of captioning
and have found it to be too expensive for our show. Also much of our show is beautiful scenery placed to music
with little or no dialogue. Titles are placed on the lower third of the screen to inform viewers about trail heads
and other pertinent info.

Details:
The show has a per episode income of$750 with a max potential of $900. Cost for producing the show

ranges from $200-$400 per episode. Production hours to produce the show are no less than 40 hours per week, I
will have very little time to work on other projects to generate additional income. Captioning services would be
at least $250-$400 (see attached quotes).

I also looked into purchasing the equipment and the cost would be at least $8,000. (see attached pricing).
We barely make a profit now from the show and the additional cost would make it impossible to produce

the show.
Our video production company only grossed $55,000 in the year 2005 from a total of all our projects

(shooting wedding videos, advertising clients etc.)
If we are able to increase our income in the next few years we would love to have our programming

closed captioned and are very interested in purchasing the equipment to be able to do it ourselves, and possibly
provide the service to others. At tills time however it would be impossible to do so.

Please consider Oregon Lifestyles a worth willie community project to be exempt from closed captioning
requirements at tills time.

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Inserting Closed Captions to Video Using an NlE System
CaptionMaker for NLE systems works by putting a 2-D visual
representation of the appropriate closed caption commands into a
QuickTime or AVI movie. This movie file is then imported into a non­
linear computer editing system and put on the editing system time line
exactly like other video material. A picture-in-picture effect or a crop
effect is then applied to the imported movie to mask off all but the
closed caption image lines, and the NLE system is used to merge the
imported movie with video program material. The resulting video
output from the NLE system is closed captioned. Using this method,
no additional encoder is needed to produce closed captioned video.

This method requires the NLE system to be able to display a line from
the visual picture area into line 21 of the television signal vertical
blanking interval (VBI). Video editing hardware from Avid, Media 100,
Matrox and Pinnacle Systems, among others, supports this capability.

Inserting Closed Captions to DV
CaptionMaker inserts closed captions directly into the video data
area. When a closed caption encoded DV video data file is transferred
to a DV tape, the closed caption data is transferred to Line 21 of
NTSC video. Using a laptop computer with an IEEE 1394 I FireWire
interface you can add closed captions to DV video material.

Inserting Closed Captions to Mpeg2
CPC-700NLE can add captions to the data area of Mpeg2 video too.
You can store the video on your video data server, transmit the video
to a different location. Captions are going to stay in the data area.

When needed just dump the video on a tape format using one of the
Mpeg2 decoder like VBrick VBStar, captions data are going to be
converted to Line 21 of NTSC video.

When a closed caption encoded Mpeg2 video data file is copied to a
DVD, you get a closed captioned DVD.

Retrieving captions from OV or Mpeg2 video
If you have a DV or Mpeg2 video with closed captions, simply drag
the video to the preview windows and CPC-700NLE will retrieve all
the captions with the positional information and timecodes.

DVD Captioning & SUbtitling
To caption or subtitle a DVD, you need a DVD authoring system in
addition to the CPC-700NL software. CaptionMaker can export
appropriate caption/subtitle files the file is exported to your DVD
authoring system, which then inserts captions or subtitles onto the
DVD. The CPC-700NL supports all major DVD authoring systems.
You do not need a closed caption encoder or a character generator.

Webcast Captioning
You can caption both existing videos and live productions on the Web
with the CPC-700NL. To caption an existing video, which is known as
a Video-on-Demand Webcast, the process is the same as that
described earlier up to the point of AutoSync.
